Cohen Trial 
Is Postponed 
Second Time 


The trial for a New York City 
man, charged with selling coun- 
terfeit gold pieces, was postponed 
again May 19 until June 15 when 
the defendant did not appear in 
U. S. District Court. 

The accused. who gave his 
name-as Max Cohen when arrest- 
ed earlier this year, also did not 
appear in the New York City Fed- 
eral Court, May 12 when the trial 
was first postponed. Both times, 
his lawyer said Cohen was in the 
hospital. 


Cohen is married and has two 
children. He was apprehended in 
Dallas, Texas, by U. S. Secret 
Service agents who charged him 


with selling counterfeit coins to a~ 


Texas coin dealer - 

John Rowe, a customer in the 
coin store, noticed the counter- 
feit coins were like the ones he 
had received from John Ford Jr., 
of New Netherland’s Coin Com- 
pany, New York City, one of the 
victims. Rowe detained Cohen 
while the dealer called the Secret 
Service 


Cohen claimed he was unaware 
the coins were counterfeit. He 
said he had purchased them in 
good faith from a man in New 
York City 

A woman with Cohen when ar- 
rested was not held. Cohen was 
indicted by a New York Feder- 
al Grand Jury on charges of mis- 
representation. He was _ released 
on bail 


Cohen also was accussed of sell- 
ing the coins to jewelers and 
dealers in New York City, Chica- 
go and about a dozen other cities 


The counterfeit coins first ap- 
peared in New York City about 
Thanksgiving time. They were

Ford said that the larger New 
York City dealers were not direct- 
ly approached and that New Neth- 
erlands and Stack’s were intro- 
duced to them indirectly

to run them. If they wake up collectors to the fact that a 
lot of thefts are taking place, well and good. 

If you have not experienced a coin theft then read this 
letter: 

“Dick. It is very hard for me to write this short sad 
note. . . . Just before your letter, my entire collection of 
stamps and coins valued at approx. $11,000 was stolen. As 
much as my collection meant to me I am just heartsick, as 
I had no insurance.” 

Imagine the sad note you would write if your collec- 
tion was stolen. No commodity is as readily disposable as 
money. In very few cases do collectors ever recover their 
stolen coins. If only our stories would make you realize 
you should take every precaution to safeguard your col- 
lection. 


What, then, can you do to safeguard your coins? 
Plenty! Put as much of your collection in safe deposit 
vaults. Get as large a safe as you can for your home. Don’t 


let anyone know where you keep your coins. Buy insur- 
ance for your collection. Keep a record of all your coins. 
Mark your holders. Be able to identify rarer items by pe- 
culiar nicks, ete. 

When you are traveling never leave coins in an un- 
locked car. Keep a watchful eye on displays and exhibits. 
When mailing coins, pack well and insure. 

You will get a gentle reminder to do these things each 
week — every time you see a theft story.

collectors have been deprived of 
commemorative coins by the re- 
cent administrations in Washing- 
ton, and we, as a club, have de- 
cided it is time we do some in- 
vestigating as to why we have 
not had favorable action on bills 
introduced to commemorate events 
in our history. . .” 

The letter goes on to explain 
that both Alaska and Hawaii have 
been added to the union as well 
as the conquest attained in outer 
space. It urges coins to be used 
to commemorate these events for 
future generations.

Coining of the $10 gold piece be- 
gan in 1795, same year that the 
first five dollar coin was minted. 
The $10 gold coin is known as the 
eagle. The coin was minted just 
two years after the mint was 
opened in Philadelphia. 

Cents, half cents, half dimes, 
and dollars were minted before 
the gold coins were struck. 

An act of April 2, 1729, pro- 
vided for minting gold coins. The 
$10 coin was to weigh 270 grains, 
as compared to 67.5 grains for the 
$2.50 piece and 135 grains for the 
$5 gold coin, known as the half 
eagle. All gold coins were to be 
916 2-3 fine, under this first law. 

The law was changed in 1834, 
when the size of gold coins was 
increased slightly, 
decreased to 899.225. 


Just three years later, another 


change was voted by Congress, 
making it necessary for gold 
pieces to be 900 fine — meaning 


nine parts gold and the 10th part 
another metal to make the coins 
harder and longer-wearing. 

As in other early coins, it is 
difficult to set a hard and fast 
rule in listing types. Coins were 
minted directly off the dies cut 
by engravers. Thus minor chang- 
es crept in. 

If a star is slightly further 
from the hair line or date on one 
coin than on another of the same 
year, it is not a different type. 
It is a different variety. But sup- 
pose during the same year the 
number of stars circling the head 
of Liberty is increased from 13 to 
15? Is that a new type? Some col- 
lectors don’t agree with the view 
that a new type thus came into 
being. 

The earliest $10 gold coins had 
a large Liberty’ head with cap 
and facing right: a small eagle 
was on the reverse until 1797 
when it was replaced with a large 
eagle. 


No $10 pieces were coined from 
1805 to 1837 and by this time the 
weight had been reduced to 129 
grains, a smaller Liberty head 
was in use, and it faced left; a 
motto above the 
was added in 1866. 

The Indian h e a d design with 
‘‘modernistic’” eagle came _ into 
use in 1907: The design of 1838 
with but minor changes through 
1907, is near a record for con- 


tinued use of a U. S. coin design. |

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EKliasberg Collection At Smithsonian 


A coin collection with triple dis- 
tinction — completeness, rarities 
and superb condition of the coins— 
is the Louis Eliasberg collection of 
United Sates coins, now on dis- 
play at the Smithsonian Institute 
in Washington, D. C. 

Worth far more than its weight 
in gold, the collection is hailed by 
experts as the most complete in 
the world. 


It includes a specimen of every 
U. S. coin regularly minted for 
circulation since 1792. 

Two of the 1792 coins are shown 
—these could have been made 
from George Washington's per- 
sonal collection of silverware, leg- 
end has it. 


Among the rarities are the only 


known specimen of the 1873-CC 
dime (without arrows) and the 
1870-S $3 gold—the only known 


“available’’ specimen. The second 
of the two specimens struck at 
the San Francisco Mint is embed- 
ded in the cornerstone of the Mint 
Building itself. 

Ony six original 1804 silver dol- 
lars like the one in the Eliasberg 
exhibit are known to exist. Where- 
abouts of the other 19,750 standard 
silver dollars coined that year, ac- 
cording to mint records, is still a 
numismatic mystery. 


The most generally accepted 
theory is that the bullion value 
of the silver in the dollar was 
worth more than the face value of 
the coin at that time, so they 
were melted down as fast as they 
were minted. 

Another story has it that they 
went down with the ship taking 
the silver to France in payment

Pamphlet On 


Medals 


Authorized By Congress 


More medals were authorized by 
Congress in 1959 than for any 
year in the past decade accord- 
ing to a pamphlet issued by the 
Povernment recently. 

Compiled by Gilman G. Udell, 
Laws Authorizing Issuance of Med- 
als and Commemoratives Coins 
gives the exact wording of the 
laws, that bring commemorative 
coins and medals into existence. 


Udell, Superintendent of the Doc- 
ument Room in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, has brought together 
the current laws applying to coins 
and medals and added these to the 
previous edition published in 1949. 

Four new medals were author- 
ized by Congress in 1959, setting 
somwhat of a record. Only one 
medal had been issued in each of 
the years 1958, 1957, and 1956. 
Two however, were issued in 1955 
Total—nine for the entire 1950's. 


The four medals issued last

Of interest to coin collectors, it 
contains all the laws authorizing 
every commemorative coin begin- 
ning with the act that created the 
Columbian half dollars (Public 
Law number 203, 52nd Congress, 
Aug. 5, 1892). 

For medal collectors, in addi- 
tion to the laws on medals, it in- 
cludes the major revisions to the 


orders and decorations of honor 
system of military services. 

It is not well known that 
Americans cannot accept any 


decoration of honor from a foreign 


government without special per- 
mission from Congress. In virtu- 
ally every case, however, Con- 


gress passes the required legisla- 
tion to permit Americans to re- 
ceive and wear a decoration pre- 
sented by the foreign country. Call- 
ed Private Laws, those peftaining 
to medals are included in this 
pamphlet. 

So called accommodation laws 
are to be found in this pamphlet 
also. There are the laws, which 
for example, extend the time lim- 
its for awards of certain military 
and naval decorations to be 
made.

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Hewitt Warns 


Of Tarnishing 


Proof Sets 


In an article to appear in the 
June 20 issue of the Numismatic 
Scrapbook Magazine, editor Lee 
Hewitt warns dealers and collec- 
tors to open their proof sets and 
to disregard the fetish placed on 
“mint sealed.’’ 


Coins are tarnishing inside the 
cello envelopes! warns Hewitt. 
Water vapor, carbon spots, rust 
stain from the staples are all po- 
tential dangers. 


Some collectors have a mistak- 
en idea about the term ‘mint 
sealed.”” It is not, Hewitt points 
out, the brown outside envelope. 


“The term ‘mint sealed’”’ ex- 
plained H e w i t t in his article, 
“‘means that the coins are still 
in the cello pockets, placed there 
by the Philadelphia Mint.” 


When the mint resumed mint- 
ing proof sets in 1950 they ship- 
ped these sets in cardboard boxes. 
This continued until 1955. In cer- 
tain climates’ the staple used to 
fasten the five cellophane enve- 
lopes together rusts and_ stains 
the coins, Hewitt warned. 


Since 1955 proof coins were 
placed in a‘single cello envelope. 
Many collectors buy these and 
place them in bank vaults with- 
out opening the outside envelope. 


“I had my proof sets home 
from the bank one day,” writes 
a collector from Wisconsin, ‘‘and 
decided to open a few that looked 
suspicious, as the flap on the 
brown envelope was wavy. 


“IT found that they had been 
steamed open and re-sealed and 
the proof sets inside were badly 
tarnished. I opened some more 
that had been carefully opened 
and were just pasted shut again 
in a few spots that were not used 
in the original sealing. 


“I discovered that I had some 
1956 sets with the half dollar ‘cut 
out and missing from the set. At 
this point I was really worried, so 
I opened all of them. Out of 510 
sets, 1955 to 1959, I had over a 
hundred that had tarnish spots.”’ 


“Thousands of proof sets change 
hands without being examined,” 
said Hewitt. Damaged coins are 
going undetected, and the oppor- 
tunity for frayd substituting 
coins — is present.
